1. FSO WILLIAM A. BROWN HAS ACCEPTED OFFER OF RUSSELL 
TRAIN TO TAKE POSITION OF EXECUIVE SECRETARY OF THE 
US SIDE OF THE US-USSR JOINT COMMITTEE. CURRENT PLAN IS 
FOR BROWN TO BEGIN POSITION JULY 1; WILL BE LOCATED AT

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3. REQUEST EMBASSY DELIVER FOLLOWING MESSAGE TO 
ACADEMICIAN FEDOROV: BEGIN QUOTE DEAR ACADEMICIAN 
FEDOROV; I AM PLEASED TO LET YOU KNOW THAT WE HAVE 
SELECTED A NEW EXECUTIVE SECRETARY FOR THE U.S. SIDE 

TO REPLACE JACK PERRY, WHO SERVED US SO WELL. LIKE JACK, 

WILLIAM A. BROWN IS A FOREIGN SERVICE OFFICER WHO HAS 
WORKED AT OUR EMBASSY IN MOSCOW AND SPEAKS RUSSIAN. WE 
KNOW THAT HIS WORK IN THIS POSITION WILL BE A GREAT
